wildness. 
On the evening s of first perform­ 
ances in his house he sometimes discloses his 
perturbation to the audiences in funny, g ro­ 
tesque responses to their plaudits, and there 
are numerous stories of his excitement behind 
the curtain on these trying occasions, but it 
remained for a clerk in a store to construe his 
mental tension as lunacy. 
A pistol was need­ 
ed in the rehearsal of a new play the other 
day, and Daly stopped at a g un smith’s to 
b uT one. 
He was in a hurry, his manner was 
distraug ht l>y weig htier considerations, and 
Lis toilet was uncommonly careless. 
“ Give me a sing le-barreled pistol? he said, 
rather imperatively; “ a common one will do. 
quick if you please/' 
The man behind the counter eyed the 
strang er suspiciously, with a critical thoug h 
momentary study of his dishevelment and 
ilutter, and apolog etically said: 
“ You will 
please excuse me. sir, but I’d rather not sell 
a firearm to you to-day.” 
The manag er’s laug h was loud enoug h to 
be maniacal, but his explanation of who he 
was, and what he wanted the pistol for. estab­ 
lished his sanity to the clerk’s satisfaction. 
There were many years of bankruptcy during 
which suicide would have been almost rea­ 
sonable in Daly, but for several seasons he 
lias been so prosperous that he xiromises to

Symptoms of insanity were what seemed to 
be (inhibited by the cabman whom I hailed in 
Broadway, one evening , as^ie drew up in 
front of a theater notoriously frequented by 
fashionable dandies.

ularity in this city; and it was from the hig h 
rear perch on one of these clumsy but com­ 
fortable vehicles that the Irish face of a fel­ 
low in distinctly Eng lish livery looked down 
at me.

There can be no doubt that the estate will g o 
to them principally, for she is not reg arded 
as likely to leave much of it to public benefac­ 
tion.

Grant reiterate their former statements. 
The 
latter says: “ I have heard my father say ag ain 
and ag ain the same thing s in very much the 
same lang uag e. I have documentary evidence 
in my possession that wrould be collateral proof 
of the facts referred to in tho conversation my 
father had with Mr. Depewr, and I intend to 
collect them aud my recollections upon that 
subject. ” 
Fred. W. Seward, secretary of his father, 
said he never heard anything of the story in 
question, and believed, like Hug h McCul- 
loch, that the story being new to him he 
doubted its correctness. 
Fitz J ohn Porter confessed such charg es 
w’ere made at the time, but he was in Colo­ 
rado. and his information wes too frag men­ 
tary to be of any value. 
General McClellan said he knew nothing of 
the charg e. 
General Sickles reiterated his story, saying 
there was no doubt of General Grant’s fear 
of J ohnson's loyalty to the g overnment. Such 
fears were known to leading g enerals enjoy­ 
ing General Grant's confidence in 1865.

well remember how worried he was when he 
visited me at Charleston. He seemed to have 
very little confidence in J ohnson’s policy or 
intention. On several occasions Grant talked 
over the situation at Washing ton with me 
till 3 or

did 
not 
reveal 
his worst suspicions, but told me enoug h to 
show he was alarmed for the safety of the 
g overnment aud the success of reconstruction. 
State Senator Askell said he was intimate 
with Grant. 
At Mt. McGreg or once Grant 
said to him: “ I have been called as comman­ 
der of the army to conclude the suppression 
of one rebellion, and have been personally 
the means of preventing a subsequent civil 
war, menacing and dang erous, yet of which 
little is known.” 
A veteran Wall street financier said: "I re­ 
member the time well. A rumor struck tliestreet 
that a portentious disturbance was brewing 
in Washing ton. 
Government securities drop­ 
ped terribly from some unknown cause. 
The 
cause of the depression was found to have 
orig inated in Baltimore. 
Subsequently when 
the immediate trouble was over, it was ascer­ 
tained to have been based upon information 
procured from both J ohnson and the private 
secretary of the president, who had sur­ 
reptitiously copied and sold portions of the 
draft 
of

proclamation

which President J ohnson proposed to declare 
cong ress adjourned and demand full repre­ 
sentation from the seceded states as the only 
constitutional body he would recog nize.

Originally the crutch was a stick of wood, 
with a cross piece nailed on the end. 
The 
next step was to fit the supporting stick in a 
hole in the cross piece. 
An advance was 
made when the cross, or arm piece; was made 
heavier and hollowed out to tit the armpit, 
increasing the supporting surface. 
It was 
but a short step to using a wood which could 
be split from a point within a foot of the 
ground, carrying the two halves up to separate 
holes in the arm piece and inserting at the 
proper distance another cross piece for the 
hand to grasp. 
Attention was directed to the comfort of 
the unfortunates w ho are compelled to use 
these instruments, and the Philadelphia man­ 
ufacturers axe the patentees of the three 
most important improvements in this hue. 
It was found that the upholstering of the 
arm-piece afforded only temporary relief, 
and the insertion of a spiral spring between 
the metal and the body of the crutch whs 
tried. This was successful, and was followed 
by the use of rubber at the point, but h as now- 
been almost entirely superseded by the use of 
small springs ou top or inside the upholster­ 
ing of the arm-piece. 
The third was a patent of a double point, 
the piece holding the rubber being made to 
screw over and inclose a sharp s t e e l point. 
In icy weather the rubber point was un­ 
screwed and the "ice-pick” rendered the sup­ 
port more certain. 
This has been further 
improved upon , and there are now t hree caps 
used—one shod with rubber for use ou city 
streets and pavements; one with copper, for 
use iu the country or on walks where the 
gravel would cut the rubber, aud one with the 
ice-pick. 
Another improvem nt not patented is plac­ 
ing the handle on the outside of the crutch by 
means of metal brackets. 
This obviates the 
constant wearing out of the clothes by the 
hand when it grasps the crutch. 
Another 
’ *ss important improvement is a combination 
of sockets aud extension pieces by means of 
which the 
crutcn may be 
shortened or 
lengthened at will. 
Old shapes are seldom called for, though 
about two months since the Philadelphia 
manufacturers were called upon to fit one to 
a cripple whose deformity consisted of a side 
extension of the hip bone almost a foot from 
the perpendicular line of his side, while the 
foot on the other side was thrown so far out 
as to preclude the use of a crutch on that side. 
The wood was steamed until it was possible 
to fix a curvature for it. which allowed its 
passage of the obstruction caused by the in­ 
ternal projection of the hip.
